, " HOTTER THAN" EVER. 
NEW YORK, July 2.—At 8 o'clock 


this morning the temperature as shown 
by she- weather bureau thermometer was 
SS degrees. At the same hour yesterday 
it was S3. On the stregt thermometers 
registered 94 at S o'clock. The air was 
almost perfectly still this morning and 
there was no sign of a brce/e. To add 
to the suffering ihc humidity was 50 
per cent us compared with -IS per cent 
yesterday. Between 2 and S a. m. four- 
teen adults died of the heat 'on Manhat- 
tan Island.- The prostrations were so 
numerous that it was impossible, to keep_ 
a complete record of them

ter than Sunday. The records show that 
in the thirty years preceding on only 
two days in all that period has a higher 
temperature been reached. These wero 
July II, 1S76, and July 3, 189S. On these 
rlnys the thermometer reached 99 de 
grecs.

thirty-six protrations had been reported 
in Brooklyn, 


There were so many avfibulance calls 


that the police were called on to supply 
patrol wagons, and every ambulance did 
double duty in responding to calls. 


Many patients were carried to hos- 


pitals in cabs and carriages and several 
went to Bellevue and the Harlem hos- 
pital in moving vans. The prevalence 
of the grip among the horses of the city 
also tended to militate agninst effective 
work. In many cases horses had to be 
obtained from contractors to draw pa- 
trol wagons and ambulances.

If the heat was killing on mankind it 


was worse on the horses. They dropped

He reviewed the scenes and in- 
cidents of the early pioneer days; the 
hardships endured: the growth of the 
county and the firm friendship- of the 
old settlers. At the conclusion of the 
address three cheers were given for the 
congreseman.

The skeleton of a human body, sup- 


posed to be of a man, was -unearthed by 
a ga.n'jr -of workmen ei^aged in digging 
a'gas -trench 'on 'the highway west and 
running parallel1 -to Mound' cemetery, 
this 'forenoon. Tho ghastly find startled 
the- laborers1/ who hardly knew-what to 
make of the strange object • 


T'ne' skeleton is -about six feet longy 


In all 'probability it':hod been- buried for 
over a half century, 'for. there was not u 
particle of ilesh 
covering 
the glossy 


bones. • Lying alongside . the 
frame, 
a 


number of- Indian trinkets,: such as a 
bow and arrow, a, tomahawk, . pieces of 
flint' and other trinkets. were discovered 
which told the story. .. • 


The skeleton, without 
a reasonable 


doubt, was the remains,.- of an Indian 
who who had died ,when .Wisconsin was 
a territory in tlie wilderness. • It could 
not have been a. squaw or else articles 
belonging to thst sex would have been 
discovered. 


This Indian was likely buried in haste. 


and. -perhaps met a tragic death. The 
reason why is plausible. It is character- 
istic of the red skins to -bury their dead 
in mounds,. a dozen or~more bodies often 
having been discovered in or.o small hill. 
The Indians Jo not wait for ten or a 
dozen to ^die, but as each death occurs 
the mound is opened. This particular In- 
dian, no doubt, ilipd "without tlic aid of 
a physician,-" rlcntli having possibly re- 
sulted from bloody 
conflict 
with the 


early settlers. The Indians wore, per- 
haps, defeated in. this pavticnl&.r engage- 
ment. In their retreat they left their 
dead on the field of action. The settlers 
not having a. great deal of respect for 
the antagonistic red skins ran across 
the body, dug a hole and laid it away. 
That, likely, wns the last ever thought 
of the dead Indian. 


Just alon t fifty yards from where the 


skeleton was found there arc two Indian 
mounds inside of the cemetery. Tha 
queer objects have been the subject of 
many'Cwnnicnts by visitors at that place 
and recall vividly 
tlie early history of 


Wisconsin. 


The place where tho frame was found 


was about fifty yards north of 'the west 
gate, the main entrance. 
The bones 


were intact almost as they lay in tho

told about being in'Chicago and Milwau- 
kee with Mrs. Cram> and Mr. Bull and 
others and how the deposition of a ser- 
vant girl was secured, etc. There was 
nothing direct and only 'circumstances 
which would indicate that Mr. Bull and 
Mrs. Crane were more than friends.

It was .Alanson Filer,, who'is 
now pasisng his declining years:at Evan- 
ston, Tj'l. There is no 
man living , in 


Cook county, Illinois, or Racine county, 
who settled ear-lier • than, did Mr: Filer, 
who is now-iii the'OOth year,of his'age. 
Mr. Filer came to Chicago in 
1833 and 


lived there until. 1835, when he came to 
Racine and lived here up to ten years 
ago. By trade he was u builder and put 
up many of the early buildings in Ra- 
cine. His mind is clear arid bright and 
he tells of scenes and incidents of sixty- 
five years ago 'that astonish the present 
generation. 
The shooting of Dr.. Gary 


is fresh in his mind, and it was Mr. 
Filer who dug the first1 ditch that-.sirice 
formed the large ravine 
south 
of the 


city. One thing Mr, Filer recalls as the 
strangest thing ho ever saw. It was 
away back when the present site of Ea- 
cine was a wilderness. 
JKear the- river 


he came across a plat of grass which 
was beaten down as smooth-as • a floor. 
On the plat and the surroundings were 
thousands of wings of (lying 
squirrels 


and their tails. Where they came'from 
he was never able to ascertain. He also 
relates with considerable amusement of 
how he happened to sh'oot wild turkeys 
on the .Sabbath day. He had just erect- 
ed his shanty south or town when one 
morning a. flock'of turkeys, 
appeared. 


Opening the little window he poked out 
his little rifle and brought one of the 
birds down. Then he ran out and got 
two more and returned. His 
wife re- 


minded him that it WM Sunday and he 
was astonished, and that was the only 
time in his life that he violated Sunday 
by shooting. Mr. Filer was frequently 
alluded to by Mr. Cooper in his address 
yesterday. He is feeling quite well and 
bids fair to see his hundredth birthday. 
Mr. Filer returned 
to Evanston 
this 


afternoon.

recounted of Siberia's horrors. 


Saglialin is a desolate island at. best, 


lying to the southeast 
of Asia, down 


Bering t-ea. Fewer than fifty years ago 
it was occupied by Russia, and thirty 
years ago the first consignment of ex- 
iles was sent overland to it,.a distance of 
4,000 miles. The greater part of this 
trip was on foot, attended with almost 
incredible cruelties and hardships. Yet 
men lived through 
it, eucuped, found 


their way back to eastern Russia, only 
to be rearrested and sent back the Jong, 
cruel way again. For twenty years, be- 
ginning with the exposures 
of 
George 


Kcnnen in Siberia, Eussia has been con- 
centrating prisoners on this island, but 
has been sending exiles to it by prison 
ship instead of overland. 


This prisoners, oi all ages and 
both 


sexes, are sent by steamers of the vol- 
unteer fleet by way of Odessa and the 
Suez canal, each vessel carrying SOO 
prisoners, of whom only twenty 
at a 


time are 
allowed 
on deck. Between 


decks they are confined 
by chains in 


cages, and some of these vessels are said 
to be equipped 
with steam 
hose, by 


which means the 
prisoners 
might be 


scalded to death in case of mutiny. 


This isle of horrors lies ice-bound and 


fog-bound 
almost 
the whole 
year 


through. Only 
a few 
stunted 
trees 


grow on the hills. The occupants of'the 
prisons are dependent wholly upon the 
government allowance of food, and this, 
doled out as suits some corrupt governor 
or underling, has reduced the wretched 
creatures 
to tho 
conditions of wild

tohooa board to dismiss from the schools 
every married woman teacher should be 
rcais'tod by the people of that city and in 
ovory city which proposes to resort to' 
this discrimination.

The situation of affairs has lead sonic 


of the advanced papers or the South to 
take up the matter and look at it from 
the other side.

underneath the locomotive by the steps 
of the cab. Bin legs were caught and 
crushed and he 
was unable to more. 


While lying there he was terribly scald- 
ed by tb« weeding steam and hot wa- 
;er. Tn referring to the wreck a Dun- 
cirk paper said: 


A sudden shock occurred and then 


the engine seemed to shiver and shake. 


[ said'to Dickinson, 'She hfts jumped tho 
;rack.' He applied the air brakes. • 


:As the engine went over the twenty- 


foot embankment the cab was broken 
nto splinters nnd he fell on the ground 
upon hia face. A portion of the frame 
of the engine that fell upon one of his 
egs held him firmly. The same shock 
which broke up the cab broke off stop- 
cocks and other controlling portions of 
;he boiler and machinery and the boil- 
ing water and hot steam poured over the 
helpless man, who groaned in agony. 


"An ineffectual' effort 
was made 
to 


lift up with jack screws the portion of 
the engine holding him and it was only 


forcibly pulling him out that he was 


it last released. Before this was done, 
he begged of those assisting him to cut 
off his leg, adding tit the same time the 


nls: 'I've made my last' run.' His 


breast was crushed and the top of his 
head hurt, also his arms, but worst of 


1J( from just'below his arm*, his whole 


body was parboiled by the

"During the test year he had suffered 


from poor health and

Mr. Dickinson helped 
to unload the

STREET PAVEMENTS 


How Hent AfTViiited Bo»toii'i> Different 


Kind* of P«Vement»—Wood 


. tbe Hottest, 
i 


Boston Transcript: 
The comparative 


'heat of the different-, kind* of pavement 
used on the streets of Boston was tested 
vesterdav by a series of -observations 
made in.various-parts of;-the city. The 
time of the experiments -was the early 
afternoon, when the thermometer regis-1 


tercd about 98 degrees in the1 shade. In 
each case the .temperature1 of the street 
surface in the sun was taken -by ..ther- 
mometers so;protected as to register the 
radiated hent- of t'he 
pavement. The 


tests showed an average temperature of 
124y., degrees for 
the wood pavement, 


113 degrees for asphalt, 115 degrees for 
granite block, and 102% degrees 
for 


macadam. 
..-. 


The wood pavement appears to be the 


hottest.in the city, and the macadam 
the coolest. Asphalt is about ten de- 
grees cooler than wood and about ten 
degrees hotter -than macadam. 
The 


maridam pavement on Newbury street 
registered 102>/c,- .while 
in the same 


neighborhood; the asphalt on _ .'Arlington 
street registered 
only 
110% 'degrees. 


The macadam pavement retains the wa- 
ter after sprinkling longer than does the 
asphalt. 
Ib.-iEt.iso much' easier to keep 


the dust laid on the macadam than it is 
on the 
asphalt.' Theoretically • asphalt 


might be thought to be less dusty than 
any orfier kind of pavement, but prac- 
tically it seems-to be worse than maca- 
dam in this respect on account of the 
difficulty of keeping the surface proper- 
lywet. Asphalt is certaJnly 
- 
not • the 


ideal hot. weather pavement. 


The observations made -on Tremont 


street were especially. interesting, as 
showing the comparative heat of1 the as- 
phalt and the wood pavement. At 'the. 
corner of Tremout and Park-streets-tha 
wood pavement gave a temperature of 
124 degrees: tho o.«phalt. only 112 de- 
grees. The comparison here' is greatly 
to the disadvantage of tlic. wood pave- 
ment. The surface 
of this pavement, 


moreover, was covered with' oozing tar, 
which passers-by were 
taking up 
on 


their shoes and transferring to the side- 
laid on Tremont street /nils to be'iavo 
wall under-great neat. It 
is a serious 


fault to absorb and give off such temper- 
ature. Perhaps some filling can be sub- 
stituted in it which will not melt under 
the sun's rays, but that iisSf leas conse- 
quence than its absorption of a killing 
heat.

in use appears .to be .adapted ''to meet 
satisfactorily the conditions of .the siz- 
zling season.

material ha« yet to be devised. We 
must wait, a while 
yet for the ideal

barley, 93; corn, 92: clover, 86; timo- 
thy, 90; pasture, 87; peas, 96; potatoes, 
97, and apples. 60 per cent. 


The Agriculturist estimated the. acre- 


age of potatoes planted in Wisconsin a 
month ago as 99 per cent of that plant- 
ed in 1000, and the present reports veri- 
fy'that' estimate exactly. 


A month" ago The Agriculturist esti- 


mated the average condition of rye as 
93 per cent of a full or normal crop. The 
government report issued 
three days 


later estimated the 
condition 
of thin 


crop as 92 per cent,-or a difference of 
only 1 per cent. It will be noticed that 
the' present estimate is 94 per cent, or a. 
gain of 1 per cent. 


The same government report stated 


the acreage of oat* in Wisconsin as 102, 
while the Agriculturist's estimate was 
101 per cent. The government's 
esti- 


mate' on the condition was 91 and the 
Agriculturist's 93. The present report 
on oats shows a gain of 2 per cent. 


A month ago the government's esti- 


mate on the condition of clover in Wis- 
consin was 04 per cent. The Agricultur- 
ist's estimate, issued three days earlier, 
was 95 per cent, a difference of 1 per 
cent. This month's report shows a loss 
of 9 per -cent. 


On pasture 
the Agriculturist's 
and 


the government's report as to conditions 
a month ago in Wisconsin were exactly 
the.same, 94 per cent. The present Ag- 
rieulturiot report shows a falling off1 of 
7 per cent. 


Reports from Brown county indicate 


that mo*t crops are in good condition. 
From Manitowoc county'there are many 
complaints .about the lack of' r.lin, al- 
though most crops '.were 
still looking 


fairly well, though it is very hot and 
drv. Corn and tobacco were backward.! 


In Walworth county crops as a whol«; 


are reported looking well, though rain 
would help much. Corn is backward on 
account of cold spring, but making up 
for lost time now. Eai/y potatoes were 
doing finely. In Racine and Kenosha 
counties late rains tended 
to hasten 


growth, and crops were in line condition. 
Winnebago county reports crops.grow- 
ing well and condition of soil very good, 


Crops tire looking well in Waukesha 


county, and recent ruins have improved 
prospects in Fond du Lac county, though 
more moisture is still needed. -In Wan-' 
shara 
county 
crops are 
doing well, 


though it has been too dry'the last few 
days.

and gives the total railway'mileage'and 
the percentage of increase in all parts' of 
the world. 


The United States ere credited with 


216,200 miles of railway and an increase 
of about 5 per cent in railway mileage 
during the five years covered by this 
comparison. 


Europe-had at the end of ISO!) 172,521 


miles of railway, an increase of 10.5 per 
cent: South.America 27^7+ miles, an in-' 
crease -ofiifef'per cent: Africa showed 
the largest .relative increnstf1 of railway' 
niileage, Ef3 per cent, and • had a total 
mileage of 12,501. Asians credited-with 
35.938 miles of railway, an increase in 
five years of 33.3 par cent.

ing in Africa and Asia indicates the rap- 
id opening up of- those continents to 
civilization ajid settlement-

Dayfe of Poughkeepsie,w'ho lias just com- 
pleted a fivc'yeara' sentence in the Hud- 
son reformatory, tells -a painful story 
of"the tortures indicted on refractory 
prisoners. The so-called "light cell" she. 
calls the worst. She says of it: "The 
light cell is about twice. OH long as I am 
and may be eight feet wide. It is veiy 
high. The walls are white-washed and 
there is no carpet. ' The. ceiling is all 
glass, like a greenhouse. In the rniiJ- 
dle.,of the floor arc two short chains fas- 
ened to the board?, with handcuffs on, 
Tho handcuffs are faste'ned on the wo- 
man and the chains are long enough so 
she can either lie down or sit down, but 
never^tand up. The chains ain't long 
enough so's she can ever cover her 'face. 


'When they take hor there in the 


morning the sun comes so's it falls on 
one of .these white walls.' She is fasten- 
ed facing it. The chain ain:t long enough 
so's she can cover her eyes. By sitting 
up as long as she can .she can keep her 
face turned awny. Then she lies down 
on the floor about noon, because she gets 
worn out. 


"That's when the 
sun 
blazes down 


through the skylight. She lies there on 
the floor fm.-in' it, with the chains so 
,that she can't cover her .face. The sun 
boats in her face and falls on tlie white- 
washed walls. When she shuls her eyes 
the cell looks all blood red, and she can't 
see' anything when she opens them but 
the red and the sun. An hour of this 
drives her more crazy and sets her head 
thumping. Hut she cant get away from 
it. As the sun gets down it makes the 
white walls light, but tTie minute the 
room gets dark at all they turn on tlie 
electric .light. There's rows and rows of 
lights, and they burn all night long right 
down in the eyes of the ,)v<imau chained 
there. They burn till the sun comes up. 
Three times a day food is brought in— 
the door opens like a safe and there's a.n- 
other door inside. Whoever brings the 
food doesn't speak. 


"Thev.leave her there a week or ten 


days, or two weeks. They've got. three 
cell?, and sometimes they're all filled at 
once. So is the two dark cells they've, 
got. 


"Afler the first day the girls that have 


b'een ni the light' cells say their heath 
ache so they get so they can't think. 
Then they see all fire, red lislits and 
swords in front of them—oh—I've heard 
them scream and scream; 'Jt's cutting 
into mv eyes'—'It's 
cutting both my 


eyes out,'---when I've gone to bring them 
out. They say the. pain is so awful 
they can't, describe it. 


"When I've gone in with the guard to 


get "cm out, I've found them lyin' in n. 
1 


dead faint and tlier food nol. touched. 
An' their fnces then were twisted up an' 
wrinkled so's you wouldn't know 'em. 
Sometimes they were crazy.a^ they could 
ljc— singiif an' langhin' nn'-tellin' about 
colored 
balloons nnd fireworks. I've 


seen half'of "em took to the insane asy- 
lrrm..aii'-the rest fro from faintin' spells 
into hvstcrics when they come out."

000 to the Seventh National. Bank of 
New York, which was secured by collat- 
eral of a doubtful nature. Upon receipt 
on Wednesday of further information re- 
garding the nature of the collaterals se- 
curing this loan, he sent, a telegram to 
Mr. E. E. Thomas, president of the Sev- 
enth National Bank as follows: 


'I have just received information from 


the National Bank Examiner that Henry 
Marquand and company Imve loans of 
large amount in your bank approximat- 
ing $1,1100,000. Unless promptly and sat- 
isfactorily assured that this loan will be 
taken up and cash therefor put into the 
bank by, aturday night, .Tune 20, I will 
appoint a receiver for the bank.' 


•'In explanation of the conditions im- 


posed the comptroller states that while 
advuncH had been made by tlie direct- 
ors to the bank, they had been up on 
the credit of good securities owned by

Britain, hns been infested wltla wolves

The country on the far ilde of 
the bridge :has - never been, traversed, 
and there Is, In fact, but one way of 
reaching the elevation.

Flue Point* of Mutiny: H»y—Do It 


While the San Shine*. 


Ia harvesting mow down as much of 


the crop at .once as can be handled In 
one day. Let "It wilt in tbe .swaths 
and then rake it into windrows to cure, 
If tlie weather is fine, It can be stacked 
direct from the windrow by using a 
sweep rake and stacker. If the weath- 
er is threatening, bunch the windrows 
and cock the bunches to allow it to 
flaish curing. The hay should be put 
into.the stack with an little handling 
as possible. To avoid molding.we have 
often advised farmers to stack alter- 
nate layers of dry straw and fresh al- 
falfa hay. together. 


The straw need not form more than 


about one-fourth of the total weight.: 
We think this method especially ap- 
plicable to the first crop in localities 
where old straw stacks can- be easily 
acquired. When possible, alfalfa should 
be stored under a roof, as it docs not 
turn ruin well. A cheap hay shed can 
be built by setting telegraph poles in 
the ground, braced by two by sixes 
and putting a good shingle roof on the 
structure. 
The sides should be left 


open and the hay stacked under the 
^hed !n- ricks. . 


A -stacker of..some sort or other 


should be used,- as':lt does not pay to 
hire men to handle the hay with a 
pitchfork. 
They. waste too much by 


shaking oft thu leaves, which are con- 
siderably better to feed than wheat 
bran, pound Tor.pound.
